or oil heater in a bathroom unless it has a. fiue 
to carry the products of combustion out 
of

room or up the chimney. You can't burn fuel of 
any kind without producing carbon dioxide and 
vitiating the air of a small closed room. With a 
gas flame there is, always a chance for incomplete 
combustion and hence the escape of some carbon 
monoxide into the room.

gas is deadly.

London—According to the Copenha- 
•en correspondent of the Times M. 
.ange Koch concludes his report on 
the "Jubilee" expedition to Northern 
Greenland in the Berlingske Tidende 
oday. 
It is a story showing great 


ability and perserverance. 


The expedition left its headquar- 


.ers, 
Cape Robertson, on March IS 


821. 
It returned, after two hundred 


days, "on the trial." One after an- 
other, relay-sledges were sent back, 
until of "the little town of tents and 
snow huts" which had marked the 
progress of the expedition, only one 
tent was left and four men. If. Koch 
and three Eskimos, with two sledges 
and some thirty dogs. 


From the neighborhood of the Lie 


Long Fjord, the northernmost point 
reached by Knud

and 


by Lange Koch himself in 1917, the 
actual mapping out of new land be- 
gan.

the Danish flag was hoisted nearer 
the North Pole than any other Danish 
flag, and after a period of wind and
